DETROIT, Feb. 27.—Henry Ford 
is to be Detroit’s banker. The auto 
maker and his son Edsel are to 
subscribe all the capital stock in 
two new banks to be formed from 
the two largest depositories in the 
city. The decision reached after an 
intensive week-end of conferences, 
meetings and exchange of messages 
with Washington is expected to 
bring to an end two weeks of sus- 
pended activity which involved the 
entire state. 

Ford “has very definite ideas con- 
cerning the functions and manage- 
ment of banks,” said a statement 
issued from the Ford offices. “He 


believes that bank loans should be 
made for productive and not specu- 
lative purposes. . He would not 
own stock in any bank that con- 
tinued to operate along the old 
lines.” | 

The new banks, with capital of 
$8,250,000, are expecetd to open for 
business Wednesday. They will be 
built fron. the liquid assets of the 
First National Bank and the Guard- 
ian National Bank of Commerce, 
-whose depositors will be able to re- 
ceive immediately about 30 per cent 
of their deposits. 

Disbursement of the remaining 70 
per cent must await the liquida- 
tion of the assets of the two banks. 

The Ford announcement followed 
a week-end of fast moving develop- 
ments during which officer: of the 
First National and the Guardian 
National accepetd a $78,000,000 loan 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to be used in the for- 
mation of the new banks. | 

Fords to Name Officers. 


The Fords’ offer to subscribe the 
entire capital stock of the two new 
banks as accepted by directors and 
stockholders of the First National 
and the Guardian National grants 
the motor manufacturer and his 
son the right to name the official 
personnel of the new banks and to 
ultimately merge them intc one or- 
ganization. These rights were spe- 
cifically requested by the Fords. 

Under the plan the Fords will put 
up $5,625,000 for the successor to 
the First National and $2,625,000 
for the successor of the Guardian 
National. Of the $78,000,000 R. F. 
C. loan, $54,000,000 will go to the 
bank to be built out of the First 
National and the remainder to the 
bank to be built from the Guardian 
National. 

In their stataemeni which con- 
tained their offer to the bankers 
Mr. Ford and his son said: 

“The institutions so established 
will be the type of financial struc- 
ture that will merit public faith in 
the ability of industrial Detroit to 
rehabilitate itself.” 

The Detroit Savings Bank an- 
nounced Sunday it would resume 
its commercial business today, but 
would limit savings withdrawals to 
cases of real necessity and accept 
checks on other banks only subject 
to final payment. 

Statement by Ford. 

Henry Ford's offices issued the 
following statement: 

“Efforts of the officers of the 
First National Bank and the Guar- 
dian National Bank of Commerce 
to meet conditions laid down by 
the Comptroller of the Currency 
and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation before Government aid 
would be extended to Michigan, re- 
sulted Friday in <n offer from 
Henry and Edsel Ford to provide 
all the necessary capita] for two 
new banks. The offer has now 
been accepted by the directors and 
depositors of both the old banks. 
This will immediately provide De- 
troit with banking facilities and 
will begin the liquidation of the old 
banks with an immediate initial 
payment of about 30 per cent. 

“The Ford offer came upon the 
heels of Henry Ford's refusal to 
become a stockholder in any bank 
plan thus far proposed. He had 
been appealed to on Thursday for 
permission to ‘freeze’ part of his 
deposits in both old banks and have 
these amounts credited to him as 
bank stock in the proposed new in- 
stitutions. His reply was a def- 
inite refusal. 

“The Ford refusal of Thursday 
was based upon two distinct 
grounds. First, that it would com- 
plicate the Ford relation to the 
general banking situation in De- 
troit. Henry Ford himself held no 
stock in any bank and was not on 
any bank board, he was only a de- 
positor; but Edsel Ford was a

Definite Ideas in Banking. 


“The second ground of - refusal 
was his oelicf that as one stock- 
holder amongst many he would 
have little or no influence over the 
type of banking practiced by the 
new institutions. He has very dif- 
inite ideas concerning the func- 
tions and management of banks. 
He believes that bank loans should 
be made for productive and not 
speculative purposes. So revolution- 
ary are some of his ideas along 
this line that he saw little hope of 
having them adopted by a bank 
board of which he would be but one 
member, and he would not own 
stock in any bank that continued 
to operate along the old lines. 
“That was the situation Thurs- 
day. The officers of the First Na- 
tional and Guardian redoubled 
their efforts to obtain sufficient 
subscriptions of stock in other 
quarters, until on Friday they were 
ready to admit that without assist- 
ance from Ford or some associa- 
tion of his with the new banks 
their task was hopeless. Again 
they sought a conference with 
Henry Ford at Dearborn at which 
were present Henry Ford, Edsel 
Ford, E. G. Liebold, Clifford B. 
Longley, Wilson W. Mills, Dr. Fred 
T. Murphy and J. Thayer MeMil- 
lan. All phases of the matter were 
thoroughly canvassed. 

Wires were opened between 
Dearborn and Washington for 
conversations with the R. F. C. 
and Comptroller of the Currency 
At that time 
the Comptroller of the Currency 
stated his minimum requirement as 
to the capital structure of the two 
new banks, setting $7,500,000 for 
the First National and $3,500,000 
for the New Guardian institution. 
With this in view the R. F. C. had 
previously expressed its probable 
willingness to furnish $100,000,000 
or the liquidation of the First Na- 
tional and $35,000,000 for the 
liquidation of the Guardian on the 
express stipulation that payments 
to depositors of both institutions 
should be in equal proportion of 
their claims. 

“There still remained the prob- 
lem of raising the $11,000,000 with 
which to establish the two new 
banks. Without two new banks it 
was not possible to meet the con- 
ditions made by Washington. The 
utmost efforts of the officers of 
the two old banks had failed to 
provide the required capital struc- 
ture of the new institutions. Ex- 
plaining the failure to find capi- 
tal, in addition to the absence of 
Henry Ford from the set-up, it 
should be said that many of the 
largest deposits, especially in the 
First National, were those of rail- 
ways, fraternal societies and other 
trust funds, which could not legally 
be applied to the purpose of taking 
stock. 

On Half a Sheet of Paper. 

“At this juncture Henry and Ed- 
sel Ford made their offer. Upon 
half a sheet of paper they offered, 
in substance, to join in the creation 
of two new banks, matching their 
$11,000,000 with that part of the 
banking experience and conscience 
of Detroit which should declare 
itself in harmony with Ford ideas 
of how banks should be managed. 


| The offer was conditioned upon the 


stockholder and director of the 


confidence that should be reposed 
in the Fords’ ability to select the 
Detroiters suitable to direct the new 
enterprise. ö 

All present at the conference ex- 
pressed themselves relieved and 
satisfied with the offer. It was 
suggested by one of the directors 
of one of the old banks that there 
be inserted an agreement that if 
within six months the stockholders 
of the old banks should be able to 
buy control of the new banks, they 
should have the privilege of doing 
so. The proposer said that it was 
unthinkable that the old stockhold- 
ers would become able to exercise 
the action, but he thought it might 
prevent uninformed criticism of 
Henry Ford and forestall charges 
that he nad “gobbled up two 
banks.” Mr. Ford replied that he 
would not be a party to any sub- 
terfuge, that he would rely on his 
acts to answer any criticism, and 
that he would not pretend to be 
offering an option which the pro- 
posers admitted could never be ex- 
ercised. The matter ended there. 


“In the meantime, A. P. Leyburn, 
National Bank Examiner of the 
Seventh District who has been con- 
stantly on duty in Detroit since 
the State moratorium was pro- 
claimed, was in receipt of a tele- 
gram from the Comptroller of 
the Currency instructing him to 
hasten completion of the agree- 
ment on the basis of $11,000,000 
capitalization for both banks.

Dern of Utah; Postmaster-General, 
James A. Farley of New York;

This leaves three posts in the 
Cabinet still to be officially an- 
nounced. It is generally believed 
that the Attorney-General will be 
Thomas J. Walsh of Montana, the 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel C. 
Roper of South Carolina and the 
Secretary of Labor Miss Frances 
Perkins of New York. 


Preparedness Advocate. 

Senator Swanson is one of the 
stanchest preparedness advocates 
on Capitol Hill. At the same time 
he is an advocate of international 
agreement for limitation of arma- 
ments and a member of the Amer- 
ican Arms Delegation. 


Ickes is a lawyer and has been 


identified more or less with the Re- 


publican independent group. He 
has been associated with Senator 
Johnson of California in past po- 
litical campaigns and is regarded 
by Mr. Roosevelt as a leader “for 
good government.”

Worn Book Traces History 


From 1670 to 1840, When 
No More Space Was Left.

HYDE PARK, N. T., Feb. 27.— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt will be sworn 
into the Presidency of the United 
States on the family’s old Dutch 
Bible. This well worn book which 
traces the family history from 1670 
was packed today by Mr. Roose- 
velt for pérsonal transportation to 
Washington. He wili turn it over 
the the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
for Chief Justice Hughes to hold 
in.swearing the next President on 
Saturday. With his hand on this 
game book, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
has twice been sworn as Governor 
of New York. 

It is believed the book originally 
belonged to Nicholas Roosevelt, the 
son of the first Roosevelt to come 
to this country, Claes Martessen 
Van Roosevelt. The latter came 
to the Hudson River port in 1646. 

All births and marriages in 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s side of 
the family were recorded on the 
fly leaves of the Bible up to 1840, 
after which there was no space 
left. 

The Bible is written in Dutch. 
Mr. Roosevelt says he can read it 
just fairly well. He recalled that 
after the Dutch tost possession of 
New York in 1670 to the English, 
for more than 200 years the Dutch 
settlers carried on the language in 
their families in speaking or in 
nursery rhymes.

The bulletin was given out by Dr.

Directors of the Community 
Fund’s $600,000 campaign for char- 
acter building agencies, in newspa- 
per advertisement today suggest 
contributions to it should be one- 
third of what is normally given for 


relief. ; 
Some who realize the great need, 
the advertisements say, have not 
stopped at that percentage. “This 
is not just a collection,” the appeal 


continues. “It is a magnificent 
community-wide project, a chal- 
lenging crisis, a ringing declara- 
tion that the mental and moral 
strain of unemployment cannot be 
met by bread alone.” : 

The campaign, in which 20 agen- 
cies are participating, opened 
Thursday night. Solicitors will not 
have their first report meeting un- 
til tomorrow, but advance pledges 
of $61,500 have been announced by 
the largest subscriptions division. 

Pastors Call for Support. 

In churches throughout the city 
and county yesterday support of 
the character building agencies was 
urged, and the Church Co-opera- 
tion Committee, headed by Bishop 
Scarlett, distributed literature on 
the campaign. 

The Rev. Dr. George H. Dodson, 
pastor of the Church of the Unity, 
urged the congregation to consider 
not only the cost of giving, but the 
cost of not giving as well. If the 
character building agencies were to 
close, he said, there would be an 
immediate saving, “but in a few 
years we would be compelled to 
spend many times as much in meet- 
ing the problems of hoodlumism 
and juvenile . delinquency and 
crime.” 

The Rev. Dr. C. W. Tadlock, pas- 
tor of Centenary M. E. Church, said 
the danger to character involved 
in widespread unemployment is ob- 
vious. “Man cannot live by bread 
alone,” he quoted. “He must have 
something else, and this campaign 
to raise $600,000 is an effort to pro- 
vide that which bread cannot sup- 
ply.” 

Responsibility of Elders. 

The older generation, said the 
Rev. Dr. Loren M. Edwards, pastor 
of Grace M. E. Church, has as its 
major responsibility the welfare of 
youth. 

The Rev. Dr. George A. Camp- 

bell, pastor of Union Avenue Chris- 
tian Church, said: “We must keep 
alive all our agencies that are 
standing for noble manhood and 
pure womanhood.” 
The Rev. Dr. Arnold H. Lowe, 
pastor of Kingshighway Presbyteri- 
an Church, said maintenance of the 
morale of the unemployed was as 
necessary as food and other relief.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 27.—Gov.

“representative citizens” on bank 
legislation. 

A group, termed “those who are 
not bankers and who reflect the 
views of the general depositing 
public” was summoned to confer 
with Maryland’s chief executive as 
the State began the second of its 
three-day financial holiday. The 
holiday was announced late Friday 
after a steady withdrawal from 
Baltimore banks had brought on a 
financial crisis. With a few ex- 
ceptions, all financial institutions in 
the State, including banks, build- 
ing and loan associations and the 
Baltimore Stock Exchange, were 
closed. The holiday was expected 
to end Wednesday. 

“The legislation under considera- 
tion must necessarily be prepared 
in co-operation with the bankers, 
who know the practical problems 
which must be met, but I want the 
advice and help of those who are 
not bankers and who reflect the 
views of the general depositing 
public,” Gov. Ritchie said. 

The State Legislature, before 
which any measures prepared must 
be brought, convenes in Annapolis 
tonight.

SENATE TIED UP

Casey Continues Fight to 
Kill Measure Which 
Would Take Away Fees 
of Edward Foristel.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.— 


on Senate bill 94 entered its fifth 
day today with the bill apparently 
still far from the semifinal stage 
of perfection. 2 

The measure, which would abolish 
the post of attorney for the tax col- 
lector, held in St. Louis by Edward 
W. Foristel, is opposed by Senator 
Michael E. Casey of Kansas City, 
and the entire St. Louis delegation, 
including Senators Michael Kinney 
and Joseph Brogan, who with Casey, 
are considered the virtual dictators 
of the Senate. It woul dalso sim- 
plify procedure and lessen the cost 
of confiscating real estate for un- 
paid taxes and would give the own- 
er a chance to redeem his property 
within two years for a sum con- 
siderably less than is possible under 
the present procedure. 

Offers Many Amendments. 

Casey is leading the gpposition. 
This morning he began with amend- 
ment No. 2 and when that was 
voted down, offered and argued for, 
in turn amendments No. 9, 10, 11, 
12 and 13. Some of them would 
change the bill but slightly. Others, 
had they been adopted, would have 
rendered it unconstitutional and 
would thereby, have killed it. 

It is apparent that Casey plans 
to continue offering amendments, 
some unimportant, some with the 
power of killing the legislation, un- 
til many of the 20 Senators who 
now are in favor of it, become 
weary and leave the chamber. As 
soon as enough are absent, he is 
expected to stop offering amend- 
ments and let the Senate vote on 
whether or not to perfect the bill 
and prepare it for third reading and 
final passage. And if enough of the 
advocates do not return to the 
chamber in time, Senate bill 94 will 
be killed. 

State Senators Langdon Jones 
and Jerome Joffee, who are leading 
the advocacy of the bill, are doing 
everything in their power to keep 
their votes in the chamber. So far 
they have been successful, but for 
just a momen this morning, it ap- 
peared that they had lost a minor 
point. 

Vote on Cutting Out Fee. 

Amendment No. 13 was being vot- 
ed on. It would not have killed the 
bill, as woud several of those re- 
jected previously, but it would have 
cut out the fee to be received by 
the county collector for taking over 
all the duties of the Sheriff, the 
county clerk and the tax attorney, 
under the new measure. Jones and 
Joffee considered it dangerous, be- 
cause they felt that collectors, re- 
ceiving no fees and vast additional 
quantities of work, would not be 
eager to enforce the- bill if it be- 
came law. 

One of the Senators demanded a 
rising vote. Several of those in 
favor of the measure had left the 
chamber. The opposition had re- 
mained steadfastly in their seats. 
The vote was 13 to 13 and the 
amendment, of course, not having 
a majority, lost. If one more advo- 
cate had been away, the opposition 
would have scored a major victory. 

The Senate then recessed until 
2 o'clock. The ight continues this 
afternoon and the amendments, a 
pile of which are still on Casey’s 
desk, will shower down on the Sen- 
ate clerical force again. All other 
activity of the major law-making 
body of the fifty-seventh General 
Assembly is held in abeyance while

“ARMY FLYER KILLED WHEN

UNION BODY OPPOSES BILL 
FOR USE OF CONVICT LABOR 


Central Trades, However, Would Re- 
tain Clause Barring Prison 
Made Imports. 

Opposit.on to the bill for state 
use of convict labor, now pending 
in the Legislature, was expressed 
yesterday by the Central Trades 
and Labor Union at its bi-weekly 
meeting. A resolution condemning 
the bill was passed and will be sent 
to Gov. Park and the St. Louis 
Senators. 

The resolution says that the bill, 
which would compel all state insti- 
tutions to buy prison made goods, 
puts the state in unfair competition 
with free labor and places a pre 
mium on crime. It suggests that the 
convicts be used to carry on re 
search experiments in agriculture 
to determine “whether certain 
grains, fruits, plants and flowers} 
can be grown in this state.” It 
also says that the work would “fit 
the convicts to enter an uncrowded 
occupation at the expiration of 
their term of imprisonment.” 

The resolution recommended, 
however, the retention of that 
clause in the bill which would pre- 
vent inter-state shipment of prison- 
made goods into Missouri under the 
Hawes-Cooper law.

Educators are resentful, Dr. Nor- 
ton said, of the attitude taken by 
some that teachers are not sympa- 
thetic and do not co-operate in this 


“While school attendance is up,” 
he said, “costs have shrunk two 
or three hundred millions of dol- 
lars. The cost has been cut 220 per 
cent per child. There is not a great 
deal of waste in school manage- 
ment. Scandals are relatively 
few.” 
A commission yesterday named

ing in the development of Amer- 
ican education. Living leaders 
were not considered. They were: 
William T. Harris, who helped es- 
tablish in St. Louis the first per- 
manent public kindergarten; Thom- 
as H. Gallaudet, founder of the 
first school for the deaf at Hart- 
ford, Conn.; Horace Mann, pico 
neer in behalf of universal educa- 
tion; Emma Hart Willard, leader 
in behalf of advanced education 
for women; Henry Barnard, early 
organizer of state public schools; 
Francis W. Parker, exponent of 
democracy in the school; James M. 
Greenwood, leader in city school 
administration, Kansas City, Mo., 
superintendent 40 years; Booker T. 
Washington, Negro, whom it called 
the “leader of his race: William 
H. Maxwell, first superintendent 
of schools for Greater New York, 
and Charies W. Eliot, president of 
Harvard University for 40 years. 
Edison E. Aberholzer, superin- 
tendent of schools at Houston, 
Tex., was elected president of the 
Horace Mann League of the Unit- 
ed States of America. 


William Torrey Harris, for whom 
Harris Teachers’ College was 
named, was identified with the St. 
Louis public school system for 2 
years and was Superintendent of 
Instruction from 1867 until 1880.

PROF, PICCARD SAYS HE CAN 
BUILD STRATOSPHERE PLANE 


Scientist Convinced, He Declares, 
That Ship Will Go 500 Miles 
an Hour.

PASADENA, Cal., Feb. 27.—Prof. 
Auguste Piccard, stratosphere ex- 
plorer, said on his arrival home here 
Saturday night he was convinced he 
could build an airplane capable of 
flying through the stratosphere at 
a rate of 500 miles an hour. 

The statement came in answer to 
a question by Dr. John Carruthers, 
secretary of the Los Angeles Uni- 
versity of International Relations, 
as to whether the scientist could 
construct such a plane if $500,000 
were given him for the purpose. 

“I believe I could do so within a 
year and a half,” he said. “And in 
my opinion the stratosphere plane 
is a thing of the not very distant 
future.”

to Mark Twain 


On Exhibit at Jefferson Memorial 


Autographs Belong to Cyril Clemens, Who 
Founded Society United Only by 
Bonds of Cultural Peace.” 


LMOST matching the Lind- 

bergh collection as a universal 

tribute to one man, several 
thousand letters from hundreds of 
persons—a virtual roster of the 
world's. great—have been gathered 
together at Jefferson Memorial by 
the magic of one name, Mark 
Twain. 

They would be priceless merely 
as a collection of autographs. They 
were lent to Missouri Historical 
Society by Cyril Clemens of Web 
ster Groves. His father, Dr. James 
Ross Clemens, was the “Cousin 
Jim” addressed in many affection- 
ate letters of the Missouri humor- 
ist, which also have been lent to 
the society. 

Cyril Clemens, as president, orig- 
inator and moving spirit of his “In- 
ternational Mark Twain Society,” 
is responsible for the letter collec- 
tion. All are responses to notes of 
his—notes of congratulation on a 
birthday or the publication of a 
book, material touching his own 
biographical work, and invitations 
to become honorary members, or 
honorary vice-presidents, which 
have run into the hundreds since 
Clemens’ venture got fairly under 
way in 1927. 

There are no dues and no duties 
for the honorary officers; they are 
united only by Mark Twain's 
genius and “the bonds of cultured 
peace.” Clemens even had a sil- 
ver medal struck for presentation 
to the few most famous. He gave 
one in persons to Mussolini, hon- 
orary president, and sent another 
to Oliver Wendell Holmes, former 
Supreme Court Justice, who re-

Supreme Court When 
Hughes Resigned in 1916 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Thomas 
Watt Gregory, Attorney-General in 
the second Wilson Cabinet, died 
here yesterday of pneumonia. He 
was 71 years old. 

He came here from his home in 
Houston, Tex., 10 days ago for a 
conference with President-elect 
Roosevelt and was stricken shortly 
after he left the Roosevelt town 
house. He complained of a cold 
during the conference and Mr. 
Roosevelt advised him to go to bed 


as soon as he returned to the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, where he was stay- 
ing. His condition was complicat- 
ed by pleurisy and acute diabetes. 
Edward M. House, confidant of 
the late President Wilson and a 
close friend of Mr. Gregory, noti- 


died relatives, and Mrs. Greg- 


ory, their son and daughter were at 
his bedside when the end came. 

The former Attorney-General was 
born in Crawfordsville, Miss., Nov. 
6, 1861, the son of Francis Robert 
Gregory and Mary Cornelia Watt 
Gregory. 

He received the bachelor of arts 
degree at Southwestern Presby- 
terian University of Clarksville, 
Tenn., in 1883 studied for a year 
at the University of Virginia, and 
graduated in law from the Univer- 
sity of Texas in 1885. He was ad- 
mitted to the Texas bar at the age 
of 24. 

In 1913 he was made a special 
assistant Attorney-General of the 
United States to prosecute the New 
Haven Railroad Co. for alleged vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. He served through the war 
period until March, 1919. 

He returned to the practice of 
law in Houston after leaving the 
Cabinet.

Gregory Refused Place on Supreme 
Court in 1916. 

By the Associated Press. 

HOUSTON, Tex., Feb. 27.—Let- 
ters published by the Houston Post 
show Thomas Watt Gregory re- 
fused the place on the United 
States Supreme Court, made va- 
cant by the resignation of Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes in 1916, 
when Hughes opposed Woodrow 
Wilson for the presidency. 

The communications from the 
late President to Gregory, were 
made public by members of the 
family. 

Gregory declined the post be- 
cause he did not like the secluded 
life of members of the court. 

Wilson, in a letter dated Aug. 
4, 1928, termed the Texan’s refusal 
a “great loss to the court.” 

“It is one of the most satisfacto- 
ry memories of my period of office 
that I offered you the place on the 
bench of the Supreme Court, made 
vacant by the resignation of Mr. 
Hughes, and I have always consid- 
ered it a great loss to the court 
that you felt obliged to decline the 
appointment,” former President 
Wilson wrote. “I wish with all my 
heart that I might have an oppor- 
tunity to renew the offer.” 


MAN WHO SHOT ANOTHER TO END 
“HOODOO” SEAT TO ASLUM 


Negro Who Wounded William 
Scott as They Were leaving 
East St. Louis Church, 
Found Insane. 

Milton Stennis, 440-year-old Ne- 
gro charged with assault to kill, 
was committed to an insane asy- 
lum today after a jury in Circuit 
Judge Miller’s court at Belleville, 
decided he was insane at the time 
he shot and wounded another Ne- 
gro in East St. Louis last Oct 2. 

Stennis, in answer to tre Court 
aand his counsel, said he had shot 
William Scott t o rid himself of a 
“hoodoo” that had existed since 
1916. “The Lord whispered to me 
and told me I'd have to shed blood 
to free myself,” Stennis said. “He 
whispered to me in church the day 
I shot Scott.” 

The shooting occurred as he and 
Scott anqd others in the congrega- 
tion of the Mount Olive Baptist 
Church, East St. Louis, were leav- 
ing the building.

CHINCHOW, Feb. 27.—The Jap- 
anese advance into Jehol province 


today was approaching the import- 
ant mountain passes of Lingyuan 
and Chihfeng today — half way 
points in their march to Jehol City 
CChengtefu). 

The infantry brigade of Major- 
General Heijiro Hattori was check- 
ed in the Southeastern Jehol 
where a battle lasted all morning. 

This was the first place where 
Japanese encountered the Chinese 


regulars of Marshall Chang Hsiao- 
liang, North China war lord, and 
the engagement was said to be the 
heaviest thus far in the campaign. 
Gen. Hattori’s brigade was halted 
at Shamoashan, about 100 miles 
east of Jehol City and only 15 
miles inside the border. 

Marshal Chang’s regulars held 
their ground despite repeated at- 
tacks. Marshal Chang’s nineteenth 
brigade made Shamaoshan, on the 
route to Wukung-fu, southern 
mountain pass to Jehol City, a Rey 
point. Artillery and machine guns 
in the hills held off the Japanese. 


“Gun Fire Rocks Mountains.” 

“Gun fire is rocking the moun- 
tains,” said Japanese correspond- 
ents in the area. 

Gen. Hattori was forced to call on 
the air force from this base to 
bomb the Chinese. 

It was disclosed here that one of 
Lieutenant - General Toshimichi 
Suzuki's regiments was swinging 
southwestward from Chaoyang to 
threaten the Chinese left flank in 
mis area. 

Despite the resistance encounter- 
ed by Gen Hattori, the Japanese of- 
ficers, encouraged by. their succes- 
ful sweeps elsewhere, were boasting 
that they would occupy Jehol City 
on March 10, anniversary of the 
1905 battle of Mukden in the Rus- 
soJapanese war. The Japanese 
said progress had been easier and 
cheaper than had been hoped for. 
The Mukden anniversary is the 
army's memorial day. 

The Japanese invasion is. being 
made in four columns. The fourth 
spearhead, midway between the 
two northern advances, was report- 
ed today nearing the Jehol border 
town of Suitung, about 60 miles 
south of Kailu. 

Cavalry Brigade in Advance. 

The force that has passed through 
Kailu was approaching Chihfeng. 
It included Major-General Kenno- 
suke Mogi’s cavalry brigade, lead- 
ing the way, the Sixth Division 
under Lieutenant-General Masaye- 
non Sakamoto, and the Manchu- 
kuan army under Gen. Chang Hai- 
peng. 

The Manchukuan army estab- 

shed headquarters at Kailu and 
ans to move next to Chihfeng. 
Ultimately it is to be established 
in Jehol City, if the campaign 
works out successfully. 

These Japanese and Manchu- 
kuan troops are reported to have 
driven the strongest Chinese vol- 
unteer chief in Eastern Jehol, Feng 
Chan-hai, out of Hsiawa yesterday. 
Hsiawa is 75 miles south of Kailu. 
Feng’s army is reported retreating 
in disorder toward Chihfeng. 

Change in Japanese Leaders. 

The central Japanese offensive 
which started out from this base 
and approached Lingyuan today 
leaders. The fresh 
Eighth Division from Northern Ja- 
pan, under Lieutenant-General To- 
shikazu Nishi, has taken up the at- 
tack in place of the troops of Lieu- 
tenant-General Yoshimichi Suzuki, 
who led in the conquests of Chao- 
vung and, nearly two months ago, 
of Shanhaikwan.

Country’s Need 


Co-operation, Not Partisanship, — 
Now, President 
Tells G. O. P. Executive Group 


Outlines Platform “All Americans Can Stand 
On”—Committee Looks to Him 
“for Leadership 


By the Associate] Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, in a letter designed to 
outline the future stand of the Re- 
publican party, today suggested to 
the Executive Committee of the 
Republican National Committee 
that “in these times co-operation 
and not partisanship is the need 
of the country.” 

The President added, however, 

that he felt the Republican party 
should carefully scrutinize and de- 
bate proposals put forward to aid 
the country, opposing those “which 
will hurt the progress and welfare 
of the country.” 
Mr. Hoover outlined what he 
called a platform upon which 
“all Americans can stand without 
partisanship,” including insistence 
upon - sound currency, restraint 
upon Federal spending and insist- 
ence upon Government integrity as 
to its obligations. The President’s 
letter was read behind closed doors 
to members of the Executive Com- 
mittee by Chairman Everett Sand- 
ers, and a reply was drafted im- 
mediately and dispatched to the 
White House, signed by 15 of the 
columitteemen. 

Conduct of His Campaign. 
“Loyal members of our party to 
your unceasing and effective labors 
in behalf of the American people.” 
It extended congratulations to 
Mr. Hoover on the conduct of his 
campaign, adding that “your 
straightforward penetrating discus- 
sion of public issues indelibly im- 
pressed the fundamentals of sound 
Government upon the millions of 
voters in whose hands rests’ the 
future of our country.” ) 

“The supporters of our great par- 
ty,” the letter said, “will continue 
to look to you for leadership. in 
these difficult and dangerous days 
and we of the party organization 
are relying upon your counsel and 
co-operation in solving the many 
problems before us. 

The Executive Committee earlier 
adopted a lengthy resolution of 
tribute to the late Calvin Coolidge. 
The committee listened to J. R. 
Nutt, the national party treasurer, 
relate that the party’s deficit which 
had been brought below the $200,- 
000 mark now had risen to $213,- 


It accepted the resignation of 
Senator Cutting of New Mexico, 
who supported the Roosevelt-Gar- 
ner ticket in the last election. Sand- 
ers said the resignation was ac- 
cepted “without comment.”

N. M., the huband of the former 
Ruth Hanna McCormick, was chos- 
en to represent New Mexico in his 
stead, and J. D. M. Hamilton of 
Topeka, Kan., was elected to repre- 
sent that State. Vacancies on the 
cemmittee from Pennsylvania and 
Puerto Rico were not filled. 
President’s Letter. 
The President's letter to the com- 
mittee follows: : 
“You have asked that I should 
address a few words upon questions 
of party organization to the Execu- 
tive Committee which meets today. 
I first wish to take this opportunity 
to express my appreciation of the 
loyal and effective work of your 
committee and the thousands of 
party workers. 
“This work of party organization 
is a public duty often thankless to 
a degree, yet in the highest sense a 
public service, for organized polit- 
ical parties have become an abso- 
lute necessity for the functioning of 
popular government in so large a 
population as ours. Only through 
such organization can the people 
express their will. 


“Thé nation would be a bedlam of 
wholly discordant voices without 
such organization, without loyaity 
to it. Party organization must as- 
sure cohesion in public action and 
upon their pledges, their principles 
and their ideals. 

“A party deserves to exist only as 
it embodies the thought and con- 
viction of honest men and women 
who have the welfare of the nation 
at heart. It must be a party of 
ideals since only exalted purpose 
can bring great numbers of people 
together in united action. But the 
consummation of ideals must be or- 
ganized. : 


Policies to Be Pursued. 


“You have also asked for some 
word on the policies to be pursued 
by the party. 

“Political parties have great ob- 
ligation of service whether the par- 
ty be in power or not. In these 
times co-operation and not par- 
tisanship is the need of the coun- 
try but it is no less an obligation 
of the party to subject all propo- 
sals to the scrutiny of constructive 
debate and to oppose those which 
will hurt the progress and the wel- 
fare of the country. 

“The proposals, the principles 
and the ideals of the party were 
set out in the last campaign. They 
require no repetition here. They 
will justify themselves. Rather 
than to review them even in the 
setting of present events, I prefer 
to say a word as to the platform 
upon which all Americans can 
stand without partisanship. 

Fundamental Safeguards. 

“There are certain fundamentals 
and safeguards of our Government 
which are not the property of any 
political party. They are the com- 
mon necessity to the entire peo- 
ple. They embrace rigid adherence 
to the Constitution; enforcement of 
the laws without respect to per- 
sons; assurance of the credit of the 
Government through restraint of 
spending and provision of adequate 
revenue; preservation of the honor 
and integrity of the Government in 
respect to its obligations, its securi- 
ties and is stound currency; insist- 
tence upon the responsibilities of 
local Government; advancement of 
world peace; adequate prepared- 
nss for defense; the cure of abuses 
which have crept into our economic 
and political systems; development 
of security to homes and living; 
persistence in the initiative, equal 
opportunity and responsibilities of 
individuals and institutions; and 
finally every encouragement to 
the development of our intellectual, 
moral and spiritual life. 


Action in Emergencies. 


“In great emergencies humanity 
in government requires the utili- 
zation of the reserve strength of all 
branches of the Goverment, wheth- 
er local or national, to protect our 
institutions and our people from 
forces beyond their control. This 
must and can be accomplished with- 
out violation of these fundamentals 
and safeguards. 

“Upon these foundations lies the 
freedom, the welfare and the future 
of every citizen in the country. By 
them we will march forward. We 
do not claim them as the exclusive 
property of the Republican party. 
They are the inheritance of all par- 
ties. 

“This is a program which can 
command the respect and support 
of all who would maintain the 
United States in the high position 
amongst nations it now holds, and 


one from which we should not de- 
viate in fidelity.”

The Chinese esti- 
mated their total casualties at 
1000 and said 600 Japanese were 
killed and wounded near Lingyuan. 
Japanese aviators declared Amer- 
icans, Russians and other occi- 
dentals were piloting some of the 
34 Chinese planes sent into Jehol. 
After scaling Lingyuan’s heights, 
the Japanese expect to make a 
speedy advance over the 75-mile 
road to Jehol city. 

The other main offensive, driving 
down the snow-covered and Mon- 
golian desert from the extreme 
northeast, also anticipates easy go- 
ing after scaling Chihfeng, 90 
mil from the Capital. This 
column was reported to be passing 
through Hopei, 95 fhiles southwest 
of Kailu, at 10 a. m. today. Chih- 
feng was about 50 miles, away. 


U. S. TO CO-OPERATE 
WITH LEAGUE GROUP 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Co-op- 
eration of the United States witn 
the Advisary Committee created by 
the League of Nations to follow the 
Manchurian developments was an- 
nounced today by the State Depart- 
ment. 

This committee is not the Con- 
ciliation Committee, but ancther 
committee organized for the pur 
pose of following the development: 
in the Far East and acting on 
them. 

No invitation has been exten ed 
to the United States to join the 


Conciliation Committee, as it will 
not come into existence until Japan 
decides to re-enter negotiations at 
Geneva. The United States will co 
operate guardedly with the Advis- 
ory Committee and will act with 
independent judgment on each 
problem. 

The State Départment also made 
it clear that the action of this ad- 
ministration was not designed to 
bind the incoming administration. 

It was explained that in its agree- 
ment to co-operate with the Ad- 
visory Committee, the United states 
was merely following the policy out- 
lined since the beginning of the 
trouble in Manchuria. 


Switzerland Restricts Imports. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
Swiss Government has established 
import quota restrictions on rub- 
ber footwear and tractor chassis, 
effective March 1. The Commerce 
Department said that under the im- 
port control system, quotas allotted 
to individual countries are not 
made public, but import permits 
are required for each shipment 
and, when the quotas are consid- 
ered filled, further imports are 
either prohibited or made subject 
to higher import duties. 


Changes Liquor Prescription Bill. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 


favorably reported the Celler bill 
removing statutory limitations on 
the amount of liquor physicians 
may prescribe, but amended it to 
exclude beer prescription. The 
House passed the bill Saturday af- 
ter it had been indorsed by the

POLICY IN CHINA, 
GRTISES LEAGUE 


Asserts in Statement Gen- 
eva Body Does Not Un- 
derstand Situation in the 
Far East.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
Japanese Government through the 
Embassy here has issued a 6000- 
word statement in defense of her 


military activities in Manchuria and 
her actions at Geneva in the face 
of condemnations on the part of 
the League of Nations. 

The statement attacks the Lytton 
Commission's report, details Japan's 
interest in the development and 
success of the League itself and 
expresses a hope “that the League 
will soon be led to change its atti- 
tude and to respect and recognize 
the forces that are actually render- 
ing possible the maintenance. of 
peace in the various regions of the 
world.” 

Conceding that the League is a 
most powerful instrument organized 
“for the good of humanity” in the 
interest of universal peace, the Jap- 
anese Government, the statement 
says, contends that the League 
“does not even yet fully appreciate 
the Far Eastern situation in a 
knowing way so as to deal with con- 
ditions in a practical manner.” 

In criticising the Lytton report 
because it upheld the Chinese con- 
tention that the boycott in Shang- 
hai and other parts of the country 
was within the province of retalia- 
tory measures, the statement which 
was written in Tokio and cabled 
to this country, holds that action 
on the part of the League Com- 
mission undoubtedly “sows the 
seeds of incalculable future trouble 
for each and every power interested 
in China.” 


Points to Acts of Powers. 

All the major powers have con- 
ducted military operations of one 
kind or another under different cir- 
cumstances and, the statement 
points out, “maintain armed forces 
in Chinese territory for that specific 
purpose.” 

Further along these lines, the 
statement sets forth that if the 
adoption by the Powers of any forc- 
ible measures for the protection of 
their rights and interests is on each 
occasion to be made a retaliatory 
boycott, then the application of 
force will of necessity be extended 
without limit. 

Action of the Japanese military 
forces in occupying Mukden on 
Sept. 18, 1931, and subsequent ac- 
tion of the armed forces in Man- 
ckuria is held by the statement to 
have been purely in self-defense, 
the Japanese soldiers never having 
“exceeded the bounds of necessity 
for self-protection.” 

In connection with the section of 
the Lytton report which put the 
onus on the Japanese for the Muk- 
den outbreak, the statement 
stresses that the Japanese Govern- 
ment takes this opportunity of “ex- 
plicitly denying the specific con- 
clusions in the report that no ques- 
tion can arise of Chinese responsi- 
bility for the development of events 
since Sept. 18, 1931,” and further, 
“that the use of boycotts by Ghina 
subsequent to that date falls un- 
der the category of reprisals.” 

The proper reply to acts of self- 
defense is negotiation and explana- 
tion and not reprisals which gener- 
ally lead to war, the statement 
says. 

“Had the United States exe 
reprisals in the Carolina anny etn 
with England must have ensued.” 
the Japanese contend. 

Sees Little Hope for China. 

The Japanese see little hope for 
the China of the future. It is 
Claimed that the abnormal condi- 
tions due to lack of any existing 
authority to properly rule the coun- 
try, makes it impossible’ to apply 
to the present Chinese- Japanese 
dispute any general formulae which 
— be applicable to any other 
ordinary international question. 
This fact, it is held, neither the 
Lytton Commission nor the League 
of Nations is able to realize, despite 
the exhaustive reports which have 
dealt with the situation. 

“The assembly stands, if it may 
be so said,” the statement contends, 
“for mere formulae, Japan for solid 
realties. Japan takes her stand on 
established principles, the assembly 
on preconceived hypothesis. It re- 
sults from the refusal of the as 
sembly to go beyond the Lytton re- 
port.” 

Meanwhile, the statement con- 
cludes, the “new State of Manchu- 
kuo is making rapid progress, peace 
and order are superseding banditry, 
commerce and industry have re- 
sponded to the improved situation 
to the benefit of foreigners and the 
people of Manchukuo alike — con- 
crete proof of the truth of Japanese 
contentions that reeognition and 
encouragement of the Manchurian 
state is the only road to a satis 
factory solution of the Manchurian 
question and to the maintenance of 
a lasting peace in the Orient.” 


Press. 

YORK, Feb. 27. — Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University and of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace, believes that only in- 
ternational co-operation on war 
debts, disarmament and the tariff 
can restore world prosperity. 

This opinion is expressed in a let- 
ter the educator has written to 
Senator Reed Smoot, chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, in 
response to an invitation to outline 
his views before that body. 

The letter stated “the so-called 
intergovernmental war debts” to be 
the “first and foremost” obstacle 
and recommended that “our Govern- 
ment quickly arrange with the 
debtor Governments for a composi- 
tion of these debts similar in form 
and spirit to that arranged by the 
former Allies and the German Gov- 
ernment on July 9 last at Lau- 
sanne.” 

With respect to tariff, he said 
this country should “exert its full 
influence” at the coming economic 
conference “to remove existing 


trade barriers set by high and dis- 5 


criminatory tariffs by prohibitions 
and quotas and by other forms 
of administrative regulation.” 

This Government, he also said, 
“should make it plain that when it 
urges disarmament, it means gen- 
uine disarmament and not merely 
some new change in the proportion 
of armaments which is agreeable to 
professional military advisers.”

— Dis- 
patches from Sao Paulo de Oliven- 
ca, Brazil, yesterday said that two 
Peruvian airplanes were shot down 
and the pilots killed in a recent 
aerial battle in the Putumayo River 
region where Colombia and Peru 
have engaged in several skirmishes 
incident to the Leticia dispute.

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To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NE hears much these days that the 
proper way to cure our economic in- 

justices is through a more equal distribu- 

tion of income which will bring about 
greater purchasing power, whereby our 
‘huge flow of goods and services may be 
‘consumed. The purchasing power theo- 
rists hold that over-saving of consumers 
and over-investment of capital in facto- 
ries create a condition making it impos- 
sible for the goods thus manufactured to 
be adequately and thoroughly consumed. 
On the face of it, the way out is a 
more equal distribution of wealth and 
income to insure a more permanent and 
even flow of goods from producer to con- 
“gumer. The opponents of this theory, 
among them B. J. Anderson of the Chase 
National Bank and Ogden Mills, main- 
tain the even flow of goods can only be 
brought about by adjustment of money 
costs of production-wages, interest and 
rent to the present price level of con- 
sumption goods. Their argument is sim- 
ply that a manufacturer faced with in- 
terest charges, wages and rents which 
have been contracted during high com- 
modity price levels cannot manufacture 
at a profit now. Therefore, we must 
wait until all such costs are brought into 
harmony with present-day prices before 
we can have business recovery. 

Under our present system, an increase 
in money wages tends to increase the 
price of consumption goods, cause in- 
vestment in factories and production 
goods and ultimately a depression simi- 
lar to our experience between 1914 and 
1921. Our money and price economy will 
not permit continuous increases in the 
price of consumable goods, for the money 
costs of production reach a limit and we 
have depression. Therefore, a greater 
distribution of income will not in itself 
insure stability. However, the objectors 
to the purchasing power theory must ad- 
mit that a painful adjustment of costs 
to prices cannot long continue merely to 
strengthen their case against the pur- 
chasing power theorists. 

A happy medium might be reached 
without scrapping our whole economic 
system through immediate Socialism or 
government ownership and control. This 
is to tax an industry or individual manu- 
facturer within that industry when it or 
he exceeds a certain rate of production 
incommensurate with the rate of con- 
sumption of that particular good. We 
have our population records and statistics 
which indicate what our requirements 
will be in the future. To go beyond 
them merely to justify money profits for 
a few is needless when it endangers the 
economic security of the majority. We 
can control production, extension of 
bank credit and its use by using business 
cycle statistics. Such taxes levied and 
immediately distributed to the laborers 
and workers employed in such fhdustries 
should have a stabilizing effect, as it will 
tend to discourage over-production in 
certain lines and maintain purchasing 
power aud the demand in others.

not only irrelevant but without foundation in fact. 
Since Mr. Fontana thinks the bill is a good one aside 
from the point about which he was mistaken, it may 
be assumed that when the bill goes before the House 
again he will be among its supporters. 

If Mr. Fontana was misinformed, so, it may de in- 
ferred, were other members of the House who voted 
against the bill. A common explanation for opposi- 
tion given by members of the St. Louis delegation 
was that their lawyer friends were opposed to it. 
The analysis of the roll call by occupations, as print- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, shows the lawyers 
in the House overwhelmingly in favor of the bill.

In the Feb. 21 issue of the Congressional Record, 
there is an appendix containing a speech by Senator 
Morris Sheppard of Texas, famed as the author of the 
eighteenth amendment. The subject of Senator Shep- 
pard’s speech was “Work of the League of Nations 
from July 24, 1922, to Sept. 30, 1922,” but its ob 
ject was to prevent a vote on the Blaine amend- 
ment to repeal the eighteenth amendment. It did not 
prevent that vote, nor did Senator Sheppard's ac- 
count of nine weeks of League activity add anything 
either to the gaiety or wisdom of the universe. 

It must not be supposed, however, that Senator 
Shepparé’s speech is entirely without significance. It 
occupied altogether 44 pages in the Congressional 
Record, at a cost to the taxpayers of $58 a page, or a 
total of $2552. That’s a lot of money to pay for a 
speech by Senator Sheppard, or by anyone else, even 
if the speech were a good one. 
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TO PROTECT THE BLACK BASS. 

The black bass is one of the “gamest” of our fresh- 
water fish, probably providing more thrills to the 
ounce than any other inland species. Yet there is 
grave danger that this fighting fish will become ex- 
tinct, despite elaborate hatcheries programs and the 
protection extended by Federal law. The commer- 
cial fisherman has made great inroads upon the 
supply, as shown by the fact that in such cities as 
St. Louis, black bass may be purchased regularly 
on the open market. 

To remedy this situation, co-operation of the states 
must be had, and proposals will be laid before the 
current Legislatures in Missouri and 13 other states 
to provide it. The Federal law protecting black bass, 
as passed through Senator Hawes’ initiative in 1926, 
and amended in 1930, does not interfere with state 
regulation. Federal marshals, game wardens and 
other protectors are unauthorized to take action un- 
less black bass move in interstate commerce in vio 
lation of the law in the state where they are offered 
for sale. To prohibit the commercial taking, trans- 
portation and sale of these fish is the objective. 

Missouri can make Federal conservation effective 
here if she enacts a suitable law. In fact, it is to 
the economic interest of our citizens that such a 
measure be passed. As against a price of 10 to 15 
cents a pound for black bass at the fish market, it is 
estimated that the sportsman spends about $5 a pound 
to land his catch.

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A VETERANS’ FARM COLONY PLAN. 

A body of unemployed St. Louis ex-soldiers, with 
their dependents, have launched a back-to-the-farm 
movement by their own initiative. The first group 
departed by truck last week for a 2500-acre tract in 
South Missouri, which had been leased on a crop- 
share basis, to make the place habitable for the ex- 
pected arrival of 100 or more persons this spring. 
The organization, called the First Division of the 
Veterans’ Army, is an outgrowth of the bonus march. 
It is led by Victor Miller, formerly of the A. E. F., 
and has provided shelter for some months for sev- 
eral score persons in a house at Chouteau and St. 
Ange streets. They have supported themselves by 
bartering their labor for needed supplies, and with 
cash given by disabled men who receive Government 
compensation. 

Industry can find no place for these men, and they 
have shown admirable ingenuity in supporting them- 
Selves without recourse to charity. Agriculture, too, 
needs no more workers, but the farm at least offers 
a better chance for surplus labor to make a living 
than does the city. Among the range of trades and 
occupations of the group’s members, there should be 
enough practical farm ability to make the venture 
successful. The veterans of the Revolution and Civil 
War similarly took refuge on the land after they left 
service. The problems of veterans in our day are 
immensely more complicated, due to the aggravated 
farm depression and the absence of free land. But the 
pioneer spirit prevails now as in earlier days, and 
leads these men to carve out their own fortunes in 
this enterprise rather than to wait in the city for 
something to turn up. 

There will be discouragements and setbacks, of 
course, Those unaccustomed to farm labor will find 
the going bard on many occasions. But in a group 
working for a common end there is mutual encour 
agement, and the spirit thus far shown is an excel- 
lent token of eventual success. :

Democracy and Dictatorship 


OME observers profess to see evidence 

in the passage of the repealer that 

Congress can be brought by the pres- 
sure of public opinion to deal so promptly 
and decisively with great issues that no 
change of procedure is required for the 
period of the emergency. I believe they 
are mistaken. 

The repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
was a simple issue, upon which a clear 
popular verdict had been rendered. Yet 
it took Congress two months to act. The 
issues which the incoming administration 
must deal with are complex and con- 
troversial. Unlike prohibition, they have 
not been debated for 10 years; unlike pro- 
hibition, they involve considerations. that 
are outside the normal experience of most 
men. They have, moreover, to be acted 
upon more or less as a whole if the measures 
proposed are to be effective, not one at @ 
time after long delays and with the fate 
of other measures, organically related to 
them, in doubt. It is no reflection upon 
Congress to say that the characters of the 
issues and the normal legislative procedure 
are incompatible one with the other. 

The emergency calls for changes which 
will concentrate in the President the widest 
administrative and ministerial powers pos- 
sible under the Constitution, and in mat- 
ters of policy the reinforcement of his lead- 
ership by the party caucus and by cloture 
on debate. „„ 


Proposals of this sort have loosely been 
described as designed to establish a dicta- 
torship. This is an abuse of the plain 
meaning of the words. A dictatorship is 
a wholly different thing, as one can readily 
gee by looking at the dictatorships in Ru- 
rope. 

The basic fact in a dictatorship is that 
the regime holds its power, not by the votes 
of the people, but by the force of a body 
of armed men. This is the essential dif- 
ference between dictatorships and democ- 
racy. A democracy which freely grants 
extraordinary powers to the executive, but 
retains the power to recall them at will, 
is still in every sense of the word a democ- 
racy. Under dictatorship, the extraordinary 


democracy was too inexperienced to deal 
effectively with a crisis. There are no dic- 
tatorships in mature democracies like the 
British, the French or the Scandinavian. 
It is in the countries where the people have 
not had the knowledge or the courage to 
make popular government work effectively 
that the dictators have had their triumphs. 
Dictators do not overthrow governments. 
They take the powers which have fallen 
from the hands of impotent and demorali- 
ized politicians.

They are 
not so great as the powers which mature 
democracies, like the British, normally con- 
fer upon the Government of tHe day. 

The suggestion that the executive be giv- 
en the widest administrative and ministerial] 
control over expenditures is not only the 
normal practice in Great Britain but ought 
to be the practice in any well-organized 
democracy. As for the cloture and the 
caucus to limit debate and to bind the par- 
ties, the equivalents of these measures are 
also entirely normal procedure in Great 
Britain. Party action is under centralized 
control, and if a member wishes to oppose 
his party on a great issue, he must leave 
it and join another party or organize a 
party of his own. Debate is also under con- 
trol. Thus if the Government believes that 
it is against the national interest to have 
a debate on some question, say of foreign 
policy, the debate is not held. 
eAbove all, when great matters are put to 
a vote, the ultimate question which the in- 
dividual member has to decide is not wheth- 
er he dislikes the measure but whether he 
dislikes it so much that he is willing to 
turn out the Government and give up his 
own seat in order to face the electorate.

MICHAILOVITCH DIES; 
LATE GZAR'S RELA 


Succumbs in Paris to Spinal Af. 
fection, Due to Accident in 
New York.

ROQUEBRUNE-CAP MARTIN, 
France, Feb. 27.—Grand Duke Alex- 
ander Michailovitch, brother-in-law 
of the last Czar of Russia, died here 
yesterday at the age of 66. 

The Grand Duke, who was Grand 
Admiral of the Russian Navy at the 
time of the revolution, had suf- 
fered from a spinal affliction, which 
his secretary, Arkady Roumanoff, 
said resulted from an accident on 
his last visit to New York three 
years ago. 

At that time the Grand Duke, 
Roumanoff said, mounting the steps 
of a platform in a hotel ballroom 
where he was to lecture, stumbied, 
missed his footing and severely 
sprained his spine. He had been 
confined to his bed, unable to walk. 

Widely known as a writer and 
lecturer, he had lived in Paris most 
of the time since the Russian revo- 
lution. When his illness became 
acute, however, he made his head 
quarters in a villa near Menton. 

In addition to the widow, Grand 
Duchess Xenia Alexandrovna, he is 
survived by three sons and a 
daughter, Princess Toussoupoff. 
The three sons and the son-in-law, 
Prince Youssoupoff, were reported 
to be on the way here for the fu- 
neral, which will be held on 
Wednesday at the Russian chapel 
at Menton. 

Michailovitch Well Known in Unit- 


ed States; Two Sons Here. 
Alexander Michailovitch of Rus- 


sia had a wide acquaintance in the 
United States. 

Two of his six son, Prince Rosti- 
slov and Prince Vassili, have set- 
tled in America, the former in Chi- 
cago and the latter in Cincinnati. 
A third son, Prince Dimitri, re- 
turned to Europe two years ago. 
Two nieces live in New York, Mrs. 
William B. Leeds, the former Prin- 
cess Xenia, and the Princess Nina 
Chavchavadze. 

The Grand Duke was a regular 
visitor to the United States, coming 
here first with a Russian squadron 
in 1893 to represent his country at 
the Chicago world’s fair. He re- 
turned in 1913 to visit friends in 
New York and Newport, R. I., and 
since 1926 had made three lecture 
tours here, the last in 1931. 

At the time of the Russian revo- 
lution Alexander was on the death 
list approved by Lenin. Three of 
his brothers were killed.

Clubfoot 


LUBFOOT is usually a congeni- 

tal deformity in which all the 

bones and soft structures of the 
foot are present, but are distorted 
in their relationship to one anoth- 
er. 


The sufferer is unable to place his 
foot flat on the ground and usually 
walks on the outer margin of his 
foot, with the toes pointing inward. 


The condition may be recognized 
at the time of birth, but produces 
no symptoms except the deformity, 
until the child begins to walk. Indi- 
viduals with clubfeet may acquire 
surprising skill in walking, but 
painful inflammatory conditions 
may develop because unsuited parts 
of the foot are called on to carry 
the weight of the body. 


Hippocrates, the ancient Greek 
practitioner, advised that treatment 
for clubfeet should begin as early 
as possible, and he recommended 
manipulation and the application of 
bandages. 

The modern treatment follows 
several lines. Some attempt the cor- 
rection of this defect by the aid of 
surgery. Others use forceful or gen- 
tle manipulation, while still others 
employ casts and wedges. 

At the presnt time a variety of 
methods are employed. All of them 
in mot instances yield good re- 
sults. . 


The correction of clubfoot calls 
for two results: a foot normal in 
appearance, as well as a foot that 
can function normally and give the 
proper elasticity to the individual’s 
movements. 


It is the common agreement of 
most orthopedic surgeons that the 
treatment for clubfoot should begin 
early in life. Correction may begin 
— early as the second week in
